To Slain Pastor Are Revealed

New Brunswick, N. <J.—A second 


series of the letters said to have been 
written by Mrs. Eleanor Mills, wife 
of the church sexton and choir leader, 
to the Rev. Edward W. Hall, was made 
public Wednesday by the authorities 
as they continued their efforts to solve 
the mystery of the slaying of the 
couple Sept. 14. 


Unaddressed and unsigned the let- 


ters are filled with terms of endear- 
ment. In them the minister is often 
referred to as "sweet, adorable baby- 
kins." They speak of "a love nest," 
of a woman's dreams of "true love" 
and describe the varied moods of a 
woman "loved and loving without the 
conventions." 


Excerpts from the letters follow: 


"Dearest, Dearest Boy: 
"Wasn't I hippy to find a 


sweet note, for I didn't expect 
you would risk leaving one for 
me yesterday? 
Such 
delicious 


' eclaires." 


"My Darling, how 
well 
you 


seem today. I im tired. I want 
to lie and rest for hours. Oh, 
you sweet adorable babykins of 
mine."

"The note I left yesterday was

we are ready to deal with crime. Any 
claim, therefore, that hooded knights 
of an invis'ble empire directed from 
your imper'al palace are needed here to 
enforce law and order is a clear fraud.

whether he will be retired or whether he 
is due for a new lease of power. 


Party covernmem in Great -Britain is 


now divided thre? ways, so that a r-oali- 
tion government of some sort has become, 
almost a necessity. The two main parties 
continue to be the liberals and conserv- 
atives, but the labor party holds enough 
htrensth to b» virtually tin- balance of 
power. 
At present it is a coalition of the 


liberal and conservative parties.

tially a war combination, but it has been

BRONCHIAL REFLECTION'S 


Doctor these days are looking into the bronchial 


tubes with the broncho-scope, and finding odds and 
ends lodged therein, such as buttons, safety pins, 
teeth, portions .of artificial dentures, and success- 
fully removing These accidentally insufflated or in- 
haled foreign bodies so that happy recoveries are 
often obtained which would have been out of the 
question a generation ago. The use of the broncho 
scope, however, is a rather serious expedient re 
sorted to in grave or desperate cases and requiring 
exceptional skill on the part of the doctor. 
If wo 


had a bronchoscope as simple to use as the steth- 
oscope te. we should hear much less of "bronchitis" 
and "bronchial trouble." for with such a diagnostic 
aid universally available, it would soon become ap- 
parent to everyone that all that produces cough and 
soreness or pain in the chest is not bronchitis by any 
means. When the chest begins to whistle or wheeze 
there is some ground for incriminating the bron- 
chial tubes. Indeed, the doctor with his naked steth- 
oscope or his lightly clothed ear listens for woe 
fine whistling or xvheezing and hears such music 
before he can positively determine that the patient 
has bronchitis. A good half of all the .cases of 
alleged bronchitis or "bronchial trouble" have nover 
uttered a s-mgle wheeze and are incorrectly diag- 
nssed. whether by the patient himself or by a doc- 
tor who uses intuition or second sight rather than 
ask the patient to bare his chest to the waist for 
examination. 


Acute bronchitis is a very grave illness inv the 


elderly or the very youns. though seldom fatal 
in vigorous adults. It is often the sequel of coryza. 
unfortunately well known as "cold in the head." but 
no more attributable to cold or exposure in that 
sense than diptlieria i?. Sometimes acute bronchitis 
prevails as an epidemic independent of influenza or 
other specific respiratory infection. 
But in most 


cases it is a complication or a feature or a sequel 
of some specific infectious disease such as measles, 
•whooping cough, typhoid fcvt,-, malaria, or tuber- 
culosis. 
Persons much exposed to 
"inclement" 


weather and to clement, are much less subject to 
bronchitis than those who are carefully kept indoor? 
fl£ who take extravagant precautions to "protect" 
themselves from the weathor. 
To think of acute 


bronchitis as a ''cold settled on the chest," as our 
benighted ancestors did. is a childish habit which 
folks ought to outgrow, like fearing- the dark. 


Children who are kept constantly smothered in 


heavy clothing, particularly extra layers about the 
neck a§d chest, are notoriously susceptible to bron- 
chial inflammation. \Vere it not for the absurd no- 
tion that cold can "penetrate" the chest wall to 
get at the bronchial tubes or lungs, neither children 
ror adults would go in for chest protectors or sim- 
ilar coddling. The one encouraging fact about cod- 
darif,' the throat and chest is that the practice pre- 
vails inversely as the square of intelligence, the 
greatest amount of superfluous clothing being habit- 
ually worn by the most ignorant and superstitious 
clafse? whenever the weather is not to their liking. 


Notwithstanding dire warnings, it has turned out 


that g-irls and women wearing less than a blush 
on their, chests in several kinds of weather are 
rather less susceptible to bronchial troubles than 
their old fashioned mothers were.

Tonsils Of Children 


Please give your candid opinion on removing ton- 


sils of chidren under 6 years of age. 
I have heard 


that tonsils should not be removed until after six 
years of atr^ as they have a certain function to 
perform. 
Is that so? I hav» four boys with en- 


larged ragged tonsils and when they get sore throats 
white spots appear. My doctor said it was because 
the tonsils are infected and should be removed.— 
(Mrs. 
R. .1.) 


Answer—Whether tonsils havo any physiological 


function in infancy or childhood is in the realm of 
conjecture, since no one can define the function ex- 
cept in theory. Certainly when the tonsils become 
disease^ or infected they are a menace to the child's 
well being and. even if normal tonsils have a func- 
tion, diseased tonsils can scarcely perform a good 
function. 
So the sensible thing is to have them 


removed, if possible before the child's health is too 
seriously impaired. 


Lip Sticks And Ronge 


Kindly advise me whether the constant use of 


lip stick and lip rouge brings any form of mouth 
disease.—(Miss A. T.) 


Answer—The habitaual application of such chemi- 


cals and dyes irritates tho mucous membrane and 
in time produces chronic inflammation of the lips 
in some instances. 


Sweaty Hands 


You printed a remedy for sweaty hands.—fW. H.) 
Answer—One is a daily application to the paJms 


of a solution of 30 graJns of chromic acid in an 
ounrp of water, for a wek or so at a,time. Another 
is rubbing into the hands each night for a week a 
pea sized lump of this ointment, which must be 
placed in a collapsible tube:

Once upon a time there was a car- 


penter who, like all fathers in those 
days, endeavored to train his son for 
the same trade which he followed. The 
son's ambition, however, lay in the 
cigar and tobacco business. 
It was 


only in later years 
that Louis C. 


Schmidt became 
interested in the 


woodworking industry. 
His sons are 


now carrying on the work he began. 


The story of the Standard'Manufac- 


turing company of Appleton which he 
established is probably not an extra- 
vagant one. Its growth 
probably 


would not be considered phenomenal. 
Although younger than most of the es- 
tablished industries, it 
nevertheless 


has experienced such a steady expan- 
sion in the face of no mean obstacles 
that its success becomes an important 
chapter in the romance of Appleton's 
industries. 


FACED COMPETITION 


When this company was organized, 


with L. C. Schmidt, president, Herman 
Satow, vice-president, and 
Herman 


Heckert, Sr., secretary-treasurer, it 
must have required considerable faith 
on the part of the founders to look 
for success with so much competi- 
tion in the neighborhood that the sash 
and door factories of Oshkosh furnish- 
ed. This was in January, 1901. 


Even in those days it was asserted 


that the lumber/ business had passed 
its zenith and was on its last legs. 
But 21 years of manufacture and con- 
sumption has not greatly depleted the 
lumber resources 
and the 
building 


boom of this summer shows that there 
are still a few frame housese being 
built. 


Organizing with a capital stock of 


$16,000, the company 
built its first 


plant on La\ve-st. on the site it now 
occupies. Th ebuilding was 60 by SO 
feet in size and was small in compar- 
ison with the present plant. About 20 
hands were employed at the time in 
the 
manufacture 
of 
sash, 
doors, 


blinds, store fixtures, interior finish- 
ing and cabinet work. 


BUSINESS GROWS 


Then followed a three ye:ir strug- 


gle to build up a trade and the com- 
pany succeeded to this extent that H 
became necessary to enlarge the busi- 
ness and increase the capital to $40. 
000. 
In 1908 an addition was built in 


the form of a ctilnnr-t shop, size 60 by 
120 feet. With I irther expansion of 
business, the c.'pital stock in 1912 
was increased to $80.000. 


As the trade territory began to be 


further 
developed, 
more additions 


were built from time to time. A lum- 
ber yard was added in 1918. In 1921 
a large saw mill with modern equip- 
ment was erected. The company al- 
so took over 
the building 
of the 


Standard Body company across the 
street for warehouse purposes. 


The growth of the company may 


be seen in the fact that it is now cap- 
italized at several hundred thousand 
dollars, employs about 50 hands In 
the home plant and produces annual- 
ly about 3,0000,000 feet of lumber. 


The company has since its incep- 


tion furnished sash, doors and win- 
dow and door frames for a large num- 
ber of Appleton homes. Of the homes 
being built in Appleton this summer, 
about 82 have already been supplied 
with lumber by the Standard Manu- 
facturing company. 


Louis C. Schmidt, founder of the 


company, died 
in 1920, leaving the 


sons to carry on the work. The pres- 
ent officers are R. O. Schmidt, presi- 
dent; Louis J. Schmidt, vice president;

ESTABLISH BRANCH 


The directors of the company 
in 


1910 
also established a branch fac- 


torv in Fond du Lac for the manu- 
facture of combination screen doors. 
Tn s concern, known as the Combina- 
tion Door company, employs about 30 
hands. Lou's J. Schmidt is president 
of the company. 


When asked to what he attributed 


the success of the company, R. O. 
Schmidt, president, answered, "Hard 
work and economy." 


"We made some 
mistakes years 


ago," he said, "and porno 
of them 


were costly ones. We had to learn 
just what products produce the quick- 
est turn-over, which 
is usually de- 


sired in business tl'ese days. 
There 


were some fmnncinl losses 
in 
the 


early days, 
especially 
when a few 


contractors whom we supplied failed 
in business. 


"We boys had 
to put in a good 


many extra hours. I remember, when 
ailing was rough, George and I cut 
ourselves down to a wage
